however, to satisfy Mrs. McKinley'a per- 
sistent 
wish, a deed 
was executed 


by 
her conveying her property to 


the trustees for the benefit of her 
huaband'a creditors. This deed waa 
placed in the hands of Hon. M. A. 
Hanna of thia city, to be dealt with in 
his discretion. When the transfer was 
concluded Governor McKinley said to an 
Associated Press representative: 


"There is little for mo to say about 


this unfortunate affair. I did what I 
could to help a friend who bad befriend- 
ed me, and the result ia known. The 
amount of my indorsements is in excess 
of anything I had dreamed of, and my 
property will bo insufficient to satisfy 
my debts. What remains unpaid I shall 
execute my notes for aud pay them as 
fast as I can."

The New York, having taken op a po- 


sition near tho battery, the United States 
cruiser Chicago proceeded there also. 


Along the river the docks and vessels 


were gaily decorated, all the big traneat- 
antic liners in port Hying flag.} at every 
peak, and long 
lines 
of streamers 


stretched from mast to mast. 


On tho New York two battalions of 


naval reserves ware on duty. She looked 
apick and span, as did all the sailors, 
who were in new uniforms. 


Quite a crowd was in the Pennsylvania 


depot on the Jersey City aide when 
tbe ProfMent's train at last drew in 
about 2 o'clock. The President walked 
down the platform, leaning on tbe arm 
of Mayor 
Gilroy. Secretaries Elkins 


and Husk, end 
Postmaster General 


Wanusmaker, and General J. A. Du- 
moiit followed, and witu the rest of the 
party, arrived on board tbo steamer 
Bom Sloane, and almost immediately 
after steamed off for the New York. 


Upon tbe receipt of the news of the 


arrival of the Presidential party the 
cruiser fired A President's salute, and 
followed it up ten minutes lator with 
another in honor of Secretary Tracey. 


President Harrison came aboard the 


Now York shortly after 2 o'clock. The 
nnval reserve drew up in double rank on 
the hurricane dock and the presidential 
party wa& given a hearty cheer. 


The President was escorted to the 


stern of the ebip bv Captain John G. 
Jamison, commander, followed by the 
four mom hers of tbn cabinet who were 
present, Oleuienta Uriecom, president of 
the American line, and the directors of 
tho company, 


Congressman W. J3ourko Cockrfln, to 


whom waa given the honoi of formally 
inviting President Harrison to ralee tho 
(lag, Htepped forward and eaid: 


"My friends, I have boon asked by the 


ofllcors of the company, whoeo hospital- 
ity we DOW on joy, to open tho coro- 
moniaB, these ceremonies to consist of 
replacing a foreign ling by tho 1kg of our 
country at the rnaot head of thia triumph 
of the ship builders art. It ia a ma^uill- 
cout occasion and it marks a peaceful 
conquest, a concjunetaf civilization which 
we celebrate when we annex thia splen- 
did specimen of marine architecture to 
tho American merchant marine. I turn, 
sir, to yon," turning to President Harri- 
son, "who stand before tho world today 
a high type of the citizenship of this 
country, a hero and defender of intro- 
te«rity. aud commit to your hands tho 
patriotic tank of unfurling from the 
mast head tlio fUg which typifiod Ameri- 
can liberty and progress." 


His address waa received with great 


applause. 


President Harrison then said: 
"It gives me pleasure to consummate 


horo today by the act of lifting this flag, 
tho legislation to which I save my 
hearty support. I felt HS a citizen and 
aa President the mortification which ev- 
ery American must feel who examinee 
into the standing of the United States in 
the merchant marine of the world, and 
I believed we had reached an epoch in 
our development when we might sue* 
cesafolly take up the work ot recovering 
our fair share in the carrying trade of 
tho world. | Applause.) We lift the 
flag today ovor one ship, an event inter- 
esting in itself, but it is of internet to me 
in the fact that ehip is a type and pre- 
cursor of many others that are to float 
this flag. [Applause.] 


Immediately the Bilk stars and ntripea 


were run nn, and a string of streamers 
unfurled, extending over the mastheads 
to the bow and stern of the big liner. 


Tbe President's flag topped the main- 


mast, the company's new house flag 
flashed at the fore, and the mail flag was 
displayed at the mizzenmost simultane- 
ously. 


With the appearance of Old Glory ovor 


the topsail the guns of tho Chicago fired 
a national salute. The navy yard in 
Brooklyn also responded, and then fol- 
loxvod a pandemonium of whistling and 
bsllringing from crafts in the harbor.

Tells the Story of the 


Accident. 


THK JUDGMENT AFFIRMED. 


The body of Georne Beaton Fox, who 


died Tuesday night from injuries re- 
ceived by being run over by a caboose a 
week ago last Monday, was taken to 
Oakland in a special car at noon yester- 
day. Judge and Mrs. Fox, tho parents 
of the deceased, accompanied tho body. 


An inquest was held at Coroner L. O. 


Stephens' oflice at 10 o'clock in tho 
morning, but it was not completed, as 
some of the witnesses were a be on t, 
Judge For and Dr. W. T. Maupin were 
examined, after which the inquest was 
continued till this morning at 9 o'clock. 
The coroner's jury consists of 0. O. El- 
liott, J. F. Uarrett, J. N. Ball, W. B. 
Hill, L. Smith, J. II. Ruler and 8. Esn- 
fro. 


C. N. Fox, father of tbe deceased, wits 


tbe first witness. He testified as followa: 


"My name is Charles N. Fox and my 


age (H years. I reside in Oakland and 
am by profession an attorney at law. As 
to my relation to tbe deceased, the legal 
relation is that of ntep-father, though I 
itn usually known as and called his 
father. I married his mother when ho 
was 4 years of age, after which bis name 
was changed by act of tho legislature to 
Seorge Benton Fox.and that is his name 
n law, His exact aga ia 32 years, 8 
nonths and 15 days. Hie occupation 
or the last year and a half has been that 
of brakeman oa the division Jrom here 
o Latbrop. 
His registered residence 


was Lathrop, but he always regarded tiia 
home aa with ua in Oakland. 


"Bo far as relates to the cauaa of death, 


: have no personal knowledge on tho 
ubject. 1 know that on Monday even- 
ng, February 13th, I came hers and 
ountt him very much bruised, hia left 
6K amputated and his left hand injured. 
Ho told me how those injuries were re- 
eived and I have no doubt that his 
eath was the ultimate result of those 
njuries, though. tUe medical men may 
ivo Bornt) other as the immediate caune. 
know sufficient of his habits in the per- 
ormance of his duties to justify me iu 
aying that his work w»s principally 
ight work, running from Lathrop in tho 
orepart of the night and returning in 
ie latter part, or early morning, aod 
etting his regular sleep during tho day 
t Liitbroy, 
"He told mo s'nce lha injury that ho 
lept nearly all day Sunday, February 
2th, at Lathrop. Ilo made bis run 
own here and after finishing up hia 
'ork he wont, as bnd been his usual 
natom and that of other members oj hia 
rew, into the sleeping car and took a 
ap for a couplo of houis. He woke np 
t 3 o'clock and started across the main 
rack for the sleeping car, which stood 
n another tinck beyond the main one, 
muiedlutely in front ol tho depot, with 
he intention of going into t!-n cfiico and 
lending hia time there until the time 
amo to tako hla train. Ho elated that 
he electric lights went out and he heard 
o bell. He eaw no train light or signal 
nd was suro there WHS none to indicate 
'ml a train HUP moviUR, or about Io 
ovo. Justus ho wan about to Htei> 
uto and cross the main track ho saw a 
ladow of aomnthinK moving towards 
in; ho throw up his hand imd was 
ruck by a caboose and thrown down, 
no set of wlcL'ls nafieed over his 
lep;

Walter Jniu«a IV111 Servo Fourteen 


Yearn In Slute'* Prlion. 


Walter Jamei, the nrgro toinale ped- 


dler who was tried and convicted In 
department No. 2 of the superior court 
about a year ago for Assaulting * 12-year- 
old girl, Clara Harrigan, will have to go 
to tho state's prison at Folsom to serve 
fourteen yours for his heinous crime. 
Mesera, Irwin & Clack and It. P. Kotb, 
Jakes' attorneys, received notice yester- 
day that the (supreme court, in session In 
San Francisco, had atticmed the decision 
of the lower court. The attorneys may 
make & motion for a lehearing, but that 
depends on the nature of the decision 
and whether thero were any dissenting 
justices thereto. 
The attorneys ap- 


pealed the case on the ground that their 
client had been once in jeopardy, that is 
to Bay that James had been tried for tbe 
crime once and should have been dis- 
charged. There were other grounds for 
reversal, too. 


The history of the case is familiar to 


our readers, and the terrible crime is 
Still fresh in the minds of the people. 
About February 1,1892, James assaulted 
Hie little girl in a field northeast of town. 
He was indicled by the grand jury. The 
rase was tried, and during it the li'tle 
girl's mother swore that her child was 
over 14 years of aga, the legal ago of con- 
aent. The jury were instructed to bring 
in a verdict of acquittal, as there was 
nothing on which to base a conviction. 
The jury, however, refused to return 
aoch an iniquitous verdict, knowing full 
well that the testimony of tbe mother 
was false and not worthy ot belief. All 
attempts to make tho jury return a ver- j 
diet of acquittal proved unavailing, and 
\ 


they were discharged, and the case set 


IS 


for a new trial. 


On tbe lecond trial it was proved that 


the little girl's age was only 12. The 
evidence introduced waa proved con- 
clusively. The case was pubmittod to 
the jury and a verdict of guilty as 
sharged waa returned. Judge Gray sen- 
tenced James to fourteen years in state's 
prison at Folsom. Tho caie WSB ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, and that 
body has affirmed the judgment of the 
lower court, as elated above. 


The day James was arrested loud mur- 


mursi of a lynching bee were heard, and 
bhsriff Kay deemed it necessary to re- 
move the prisoner to Fraaoo to escape 
the vengeance of the inob. James hafl 
been in tbe county jail ever since, and 
he says he is glad that he is going to tha 
penitentiary.—Visalia Delta.

Dr. Griffiths Talks About

the doctor, "was founded in New York 
oity eighteen years ago by Madame H.P. 
Blavfiteky, Colonel H. S. Olcott and 
William Q Judat. Ita objects may bs 
briefly elated to be to form the nucleus of 
ft uoiveraal brotherhood of humanity, 
without distinction of race, creed, sex, or 
color; to promote the etady of oriental 
literatures, religions and sciences, and 
to investigate the unexplained 
laws 


of nature and the latent powers of man. 


"Theosopby is no fad, nor a means of 


catching the unwary and credulous by 
phenomena, epurioas or genuine. It is 
presented as a rational philosophy to 
thinkers and students dissatisfied with 
the current beliefs and conceptions na to 
man's origin, development And destiny. 
It is the avowed enemy of cant, fraud 
and hypocrisy; of ignorance, blind belief 
in creeds and dogmaa, and all things elee 
which attempt to shackle human BOO IB 
end force them into narrow grooves es- 
tablished by priest craft end theologians 
of the past and present time, or by 
others. 


"Man is a great mystery, and to make 


men understand themselves is one of the 
objects of the society. It is his ignorance 
alone that enslaves h m; enlightened, 
and in possession of his rightful heritage, 
he equals the gods. It is an inexorable 
law that internal condition establishes 
environment and relations; and man 
may reasonably hope to better external 
environment only by internal improve- 
ment, and the latter becomes possible in 
tbe exact ratio of knowledge ol the finer 
forces of nature, law, himself and his re- 
lation to all that live.

Simla is naturally tlio grandest of these 


Bnmujer capitals, tor it houses tlie im- 
perial government; Nalni Tal shelters 
that of tlio northwest provinces; Bengal 
retreats to Darjilling nnd JMadras to that 
most delightful of all%tatioiiB—Utaca- 
mund, in tho NiJgiri hlll^. 


Tho Nilgirls aro perhaps tho most 


beautiful of the many beautiful moun- 
tain ranges in India. They do not show 
an amazing growth of forestine giants, 
but they are most verdurous. Tholrsidea 
are covered with vast beds of rhododen- 
drons, whoso dark leaves aiid enormous 
scarlet flowers often mako them look as 
if on tiro. Wild roses flourish with hn- 
wontcd luxuriauco, which, clambering 
over woods of ilex and engenia, make 
impenetrable, floral thickets. 


Nor is tho country nlone remarkable 


for its lovely landscapes or interesting 
for its agricultural possibilities, as enter- 
prising coffee planters have set out im- 
mense orchards of (his cherrylifce tree, 
but chiefly BO for thu queer races which 
find shelter in their wooded and well 
watered canyons. 


Some years ago tho writer was in tho 


Kilgiris hi connection with government 
work, nud bad there tlio opportunity of 
seeing tlie small S:IV.I-DS who livo in tho 
most impenetrable parts of this 11101111- 
tainoua country. These aro dwarfs imd 
have never been tempted to partake of 
tbe benefits of civilization. They sHll 
livo in holes in the ground or in hollow 
trunks, are absolutely naked and quar- 
rel with thu monkey over wild fruits. 
Now and again they venture to tlio lower 
levels and barlur honuy for glass beads 
and other worthless gewgaws. 
They 


hunt with bows and arrows and aro re- 
markably skillful in the uso of these 
primitive weapons. 


Another tribo equally as interesting 


aro tlio Todns, who since 1COO have at- 
tracted tho attention of Europeans. 


Tbo Portuguese thought they were 


Cliristiims and sent to their moral assist- 
ance a Jesuit father, wbo, however, soon 
discovered that they were tbo most ig- 
norunt heathens. 
Much argument has 


been wasted upon the origin of these 
people, somo asserting they wero ab- 
original to southern India, others insist- 
ing they wero of the lost tribes of Israel 
and others that they woro JIauicheans. 


However, only GOO or 700 remain, and 


tho littlo settlements aro scattered over 
tho most picturesque portions of tho 
Nilgiris. Their only worship is tho buf- 
falo, of which tlioy havo largo herds, 
and whoso care and tho gathering of 
wild honey constitute tho sum of their 
daily toil. 


Their story of tho creation bears somo 


resemblance to the belief of tho ortho- 
dox Christian, for they tell how a man 
created a fellow man out of tlio earth 
and finished tlio good work by making ti 
woman, not out of his own ribs, but tho 
other man's ribs. They havo u trinity, 
consisting of u father, son nnd a kite. 
Tho lust WHS born of n pumpkin, tho 
offspring of the flrst woman. 


They, too, indiilgo in a heaven and n 


hell, and as tbo mountain btrcams aru in- 
fested with leeches which make (heir 
passage uncomfortnhli*, tho Tudus Bay 
hell is 11 river Inhabited by thu-ao nwful 
creatures, spanned by it hinglo thread, 
over which tlie righteous can pass safely, 
but too frail for llio traffic of tho guilty. 


Tho Toda's dead body is fiwathc'l in a 


new cloth, his toes are tied together with 
red thread, earth is thrown over bis 
corpse, ami two of his buffaloes are sacri- 
ficed. 
They impose the dead man's 


hands upon tbo animals' horns and la- 
ment with bitter cries his postage to tho 
unknown world. After removing the 
slmll and finger nails llio body ia burned, 
and tho ashes aro scattered to tho four 
winds of heaven. 


Tho relics of tbo departed are taken to 


tho mourning house and stored with 
tboso of others who during tbo year have 
passed tho great divide.

They Ho on 
the floor, giving vent to tbo most hideous 
howls, boating their breasts and exciting 
each other to tho flow of tears.

Todas maintain an exciting dunce, call- 
ing out tbeir loud huh-huh-huhs, stamp- 
ing their feet and dancing to the unin- 
spiring music of tho pipe and a buffalo 
hido drum, blown and beaten by tho car- 
rion eating Kotos, wbo furnish music on 
all these dismal occasions. Nor aro tho 
ceremonies yet over. The sacrilico lias 
to bo performed, and this is done in a 
characteristically brutal fashion, for tho, 
mild Hindustani can work himself into 
tho moat fearful of religious frenzies.—
